5. Some of Subject's friend are "those w.o write but cannot 
publish". It is generally knwoa particularly among youth, about 
recent arrests and trials in the Ukraine . Respite a new tightening of 
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screws Subject was quite optimistic about future developments. 

According to Subject everybody in the Ukraine and in the Soviet Union 
in general, puts great hopes on new generations which soon will come 
to greater influence and strength. Subject praised particularly Ukrainian 
stpdentry and young intellectuals who continue their activity iiiiiiiJjfB^the 
pressure of authorities. Young people are getting more and more aggressive 
and when someone gets arrested they react with protests, apjj«als t 
demonstrations etc. For that reason the KGB is now mare cautious than 
before in making arrests. Young people are not afraid like their parents 
and became very vocal in their grievances against the regime. 

The Russification continues in a ver y subtle manner so that no one 
in particular could be blamed for it* Fortunately, however, there is 
an increased resistance against the Russification and again, particularly 
among youth. 

6. According to Subject, the people in the Ukraine appreciate 
very much the work of emigration about which they are pretty well 
informed. They Also want emigres to visit Ukraine because iheir spjourn 
is very helpful to in"many ways'.' " The work of emigration 

is a very big help for us because you can do CttQt what we are prohibited 
even to think of." 
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
